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STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In India there is a larjje number of persons called ‘Ananda 
Margies’ who believe in u special way of life and follow the code 
of conduct laid down in their sacred book called Ananda Marga 
Caryacaiya. Since they do not profess any particular religion, 
Marriages among them are not covered by any of the existing laws. 

It is, therefore, necessary that the institution of marriage among 
the Ananda Margies shonM be regulated by law as is the case with 
marriages under diJTerent religions. 

Hence this Bill.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

With a view to avoid certain diffieulties experienced by Gaon 
Sabhas and Panchayats and Circle Adalats due to the Delhi Panch- 
ayat Raj Act and to afford protection to the common property 
belonging to the Gaon Panchayats and Gaon Sabhas, the present 
Bill seeks to amend certain sections of the Act. 

Seeing the present powers of the Pradhan of the Gaon-Panch- 
ayats, the Bill seeks to increase his authority and competence and 
to make the voice of the members of the Panchayats effective, so 
that the Panchayats and Circle Adalats may be able to act v/ith 
authority.

A Bill to make provision with respect to the use of eyes of deceased 
persons for therapeutic purposes. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Delhi Corneal Grafting Act, 
1963. 

5 (2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Delhi. 

2. In thi.s Act, unless the context otherwise requires— 

(a) “approved institution” means a hospital or a medical or 
teaching institution for therapeutic purposes .approved by the 
Government for the purposes of this Act; 

10 (b) “near relative” means any of the following relatives of 

the deceased, namely, a wife, husband, parent, son, daughter, 
brother and sister, and includes any other person who is related 
to the deceased— 

(i) by lineal or collateral consanguinity within three 

IS degrees in lineal relationship and six degrees in collateral 

relationship, or 
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(li) by marriage either 'with the deceased or with any 
relative specifically mentioned in this clause or with any 
other relative within the aforesaid degrees. 

Explanation .—The expressions “lineal consanguinity” and 
“collateral consanguinity” shall have the meanings assigned to J 
them respectively in sections 25 and 26 of the Indian Succession 
Act, 1&25; 3^ *9=5. 

(c) “registered medical practitioner” means a practitioner 
registered with the Punjab Medical Council or the Medical

2. (1) If any person, cither in writing at any time or orally in

(2) Without prejudice to the provisions of sub-section (I), the 
person lawfully in possession of the body of a deceased person may

(a) that the deceased had expressed an objection to his eyes 
being so dealt with after his death and had not withdrawn such 
objection; or 

(b) that a near relative of the deceased objects to the 25 
deceased’s eyes being so dealt with. 

(3) An authority given under the provisions of this section In 
respect of any deceased person shall be sufficient warrant for the 
removal of the eyes from the body and their use for the purposes 
aforesaid; taut no such removal shall be effected except by a register- 30 
cd medical practitioner working in an approved institution who has 
satisfied himself by a personal examination of the body that life is 
extinct.

A Bill to enforce ban on employees of the Government of India from 
entering into service in prinate undertakings after their retirement. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fourteenth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows; — 

1. (J) This Act may be called the Government Servants (Ban 
on Service after Retirement) Act, 1963. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "Government servant” means an employee belonging 
to the Central Government whose monthly emoluments exceed 
rupees three hundred. 

(b) "Service in private undertaking” shall include service 
of any nature other than the Government service. 

3. No Government servant shall, on retirement from Government 
service, enter into service in any private undertaking for a period of 
four years: 
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Provided that after the expiry of the said period of four years 
Government may accord permission to a Government servant to 
enter into service in a private undertaking after ensuring that^— 

(a) the concerned private tmdertaking was not in any way 
connected with his former position in the CJovemment service; 5 

(b) at the time of his appointment in the concerned private 
undertaking, none of his relations in the Government service is 
directly or indirectly concerned with it; and
